17. (currently amended) A device for playing a space game, 
comprising : 

game elements, namely meteorites and space waste, randomly 
moving in space outside the Earth; 

a game event assessment means located on board a space 
vehicle and comprising a — s-et — being game fields, and 

a technical facility for registering a game event occurrence 
outside the Earth events , defined as collisions of some of the 
-s-et — game fields with one or more of said game elements in — some 
moment of time , said technical facility located on board a space 
vehicle and comprising a sot of sensors arranged to detect 
hitting of — a — game — field by a — game — clement, — located on board the 
space vehicle, — ones of said set of scnsorG corresponding 
unambiguously to ones of said set of game fields ; 

a telemetry channel for transmitting said game event 
occurrence data outside the Earth to the Earth to be consequently 
awarded to a player playing the for use in a space game.
